Listing of Claims: 

1 . (Currently Amended) A die press system, con^risir^g: 

a commercial die press including a working area with a cutting height; 

a consumeF die adapted to be located in a cutting area of a consumer press with a 
cutting height smaller than the cutdng height of tiie commercial die press, the oonoumordie 
having a hei^t that is custom or specific to the consumw press cutting area; and 

an adapter having a thickness or hei^t that is generally approximately equal to 
the difference between the height of a commercial die and the height of the e ensum e r die, and 
configured to allow the ooncumor die to be utilized with the cojiunercial die press. 

2. (Withdrawn) The die press system of Claim 1 , wherem the adapter 
includes a cutting pad. 

3. (Withdrawn) The die press system of Claim 1 , further including a cutting 

pad.

6. (Original) The die press system of Claim 1, wherein the adapter attaches 
to a die press platen. 

7, (Previously Presented) A die press system, comprising: 

a commercial die press having a working area with a coiiesponding commercial 
die cutting height; 

a die having a heigjit adapted for a cutting height smaUer than the commercial die 
cutting height; and 
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an ad^ter having a height that is approximately equal to the diflfCTcnce between a 
height of a conmiercial die and the height of the die, and configured to aDow the die to be 
utilized with the commercial die press. 

8. (Previously Presented) The die press system of claim 7. wherein the 
ad^ter comprises bar stock having a recessed flat portion adapted to be positioned onto a platoi 
of the commercial die press. 

9. (Previously Presented) The die press of claim 8, wherein the adapter 
further comprises first and second raised ridges configured to align the adapter with the platen. 

10. (Previously Presented) The die press of claim 7, wherein the adapter 
comprises a magnet for removeably attaching the ad^ter to a platen of the commercial die press. 

11. (New) A die press system, comprising: 

a die having a hei^t configured for a first cutting height; and 

an adapter configured for use with the die to enable use of the die in a press 

having a second cutting height, wherein the second cutting height is larger than the first cutting 

heigjit. 

12. (New) The system of claim 1 1, wh^ein the adapter comprises at least one 
flange configured to align the ad^ter widi a platen of the press. 

13. (New) The system of claim 1 1, wherein the adapter comprises a magnet 
for removeably attaching the adapter to a platen of the press. 

14. (New) The system of claim 13. wherein the magnet is secured within a 
counterbore within the adapter. 

15. (New) The system of claim 11, wherein the adapter comprises a recessed 
flat portion adapted to be positioned onto a platen of the die press. 

1 6. (New) The system of daim 1 1 , wherein the adapter coniprises bar stock. 
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17. (New) Hie system of claim 1 1 , wherein the die comprises a chemical 

etched die.
